A few week* ago there sailed into 


St Jotin'a, X. F., the Forgetmenot. a 
little Yarmouth trawler of only forty- 
six tons register. Considering her size, 
abe may be said to have made one ot 
Uie most remarkable voyages oo rec- 
ord. She had traversed over &200 
miles, and It was ever a year and a 
half since she left her English port 
Designed for a summer cruise in. the 
land of the seal and walnts, she had 
been caught by tbe ice and undergone 
all the perils and trials of a ten 
months' arctic winter. 


The vessel saUed 'rein Yarmouth 


round the uorth of Scotland end then 
away to Cupe F*tewe!l, in Greenland, 
In fifty days she arrived at her station, 
and the crew commenced to shoot and 
trade. About the end of September 
they were thinking of packing up and 
voyaging off southward, as their plan 
bad been, when down upon them came 
tbe great ice pack from the north, 
blocking ^e entrance to Frobisher 
strait by* wall fifty feet high and 
hemming them in for tbe ten months 
of arctic winter. Fortunately for them 
a local tribe of Eskimos came to know 
them and proved stout companions, 
sharing in the bunting and the dangers 
endured therein. 


Walrus hunting is exciting enough at 


a sport, for tbere is a great element of 
danger attached to it especially when 
tbe animals have young one? with 
them or when they are hunted in boats 
or kayaks. On one occasion an infuil-

ated bull tore a strake clean out of one 
of the boats wlih a single stroke of his 
tusks, but fortunately no one was hurt 


Many minor accidents and casualties 


occurred on the various hunting trips, 
but on Sept. 4 of this year came the 
worst of all, for two Eskimos were shot 
dead by one of their companions. 


The boat was manned by natives 


who T\ ere after seals, Oneacto standing 
in the bow with his rifle. A seal came 
up, and Oneacto aimed at it, but tlu 
seal dived, and he lowered his weapon, 
in doing which the charge went off, 
the bullet going through the heads ot 
both men who were pulling the oars, 
killing them instantly. 


The bodies were brought ashore amid 


the loud lamentations of the entire 
tribe and in the afternoon burled in 
native fashion. Tonnachilling's body 
was taken to an Island, laid on a rock 
and then covered, cofflnless, with large 
stones. 


Poor Calegevan, a youth of seven- 


teen, had made himself behned by all 
at the station, both whites and natlvea, 
so out of tbe only odd pieces of wood 
we had we made him some kind of P 
coffin. His friends took him to a bill tc 
the north-west and buried him abovt 
ground, by piling rocks on the coffin. 


On Sept 5 the booting of a steam 


whistle was heard. A boat's crew was 
gathered and the entering steamei 
boarded. She proved to be the Wind- 
ward, Captain Bartlett. with no less n 
person than Captain Peary, the arctic 
explorer, aboard. 
From him they 


heard for the first time that the Boer 
war was finished. 


Next day the Windward took thf 


Forgetmenot In tow and kept her so 
for uoarly the whole day, but at 4.30 
p. in. parted from them, promising to 
send a cable to their fi lends on arrival 
at a port 


During all these lonj? months the lit- 


tle Forgetmenot had been ghcn uj> us 
lost and Lloyd's was only waiting foi 
tbe cliviin to bo prcfcired to pay tbe 
amount of the insurance when the tel- 
egram from Peary proved her oxUt- 
ence. She bad 1,500 miles to snll when 
she parted from the Wlndwnrd, nnd II 
took her throe weeks to make port.

ter ot pigs, says George C. Borek in 
American Agriculturist As a rule, long 
bodied sows raise larger pit* and larpr 
litters than short chunky oaec. I se- 
lect a boar, choosing one that is strong 
In points where my sows are weak. In 
that way the shortcomings of one par- 
ent are counteracted by tbe other. For 
my use I want a boar that is rather 
chunky and compact. He must be mas- 
culine in appearance, must be a good 
individual and have a good pedigree 
For summer feed nothing is better thtv 
a clover pasture, adding a little grain 
in Ui« feed lot once a day. 


If clover Is not available, I use sweet 


corn fodder as a main crop, and rye, 
oats and peas for green feed, before 
the corn is large enough. I have never 
used rape, bnt I think that I will try 
It next year. For succulent feed dur- 
ing the whiter I use small potatoes .and 
think they are worth 8 to 10 cents per 
bushel for this purpose. 
I always 


cook them and add a little bran or 
ether ground feed. In addition to po- 
tatoes I use mangels, sugar beets, tur- 
nips, carrots and cabbages that are un- 
salable. I begin with turnip*, as they 
are usually available first then follow 
with carrots and mangels, as these 
roots keep Vtter than any of tbe oth- 
ers. I occasionally give my pigs clover 
bay during the winter. They eat it 
quite readily, and it seem* to be a val- 
uable food. 


Many people do not consider it ab- 


solutely necessary to have green feed 
for hogs during the winter, but I be- 
lieve it is very essential. I can keep 
my breeding animals more contented 
than whan only dry feed is used. They 
eat a greater volume and seem to be 
satisfied as long as their stomachs are 
full On grain alone they never seem 
to get enough, and if they do, they get 
too fat for best results in breeding. 


For grahi feed I am using peas and 


oats, one part, to rye one part, ground 
together. This mixture contains too 
much proteli to make a good ration 
alone, and I isually mix it with a lit- 
tle comment 
When I bare to buy 


feed, I choose bran, ship stuff, shorts 
and oilmeul, using my corn to balance 
the ration. For young pigs three and 
a half or four months old I use tbe 
shorts, as the bran is too harsh, and 
they do not seem to do well on It If 
you have good animals, do not keep 
them too fat 
They may look bettor, 


but fat sows never have large litters, 
nor do those that are too thin.

The new German protein feed me»ti 


with increasing detnaud among: the cat- 
tle feeders of that country. It la made 
of dried blood, slaughter house waste 
and ground grain hulls into a com- 
pound cake-that furnishes a fattening 
food for all meat making animals and 
also keeps horses moat economically. 
Repeated tests have be«n made on ar- 
my horses and on various farms In the 
making of meats, and in each case good 
results have been obtained. The stuff 
Is dubbed "blut kraftfutter," or bloafl 
strength fodder, and tbe formula BO far 
divulged calls for the use of steam 
dried blood, certain kinds of meat 
scraps prepared under scientific con- 
trol, hulls of grain finely ground, husks 
of peanuts, the inner lining of the pea- 
nut shells and molasses. The mass i* 
pressed, into cakes. The value of fleib 
food for poultry and hoga has long been 
recognized In this country, and tbere 
may be some disposition to experiment 
with a mixture which German feeders 
us* with satisfaction. But on account 
of the abundance of fodder, silage and 
mill byproducts In America a compound 
involving so much cost and labor Is 
likely to prove useful only to a very 
limited extent— American Cultivator.

feed turnips in early winter and save 
mangels until later, as tbe latter are 
better keepers and are supposed by 
many to improve in feeding value as 
the season advances, says a correspond- 
ent of American Agriculturist But for 
cows giving milk it is well to rely oo 
the mangels all the time, as turnips are 
apt to flavor tbe milk. However, some 
claim that feeding immediately after 
the milking hour prevents any distaste- 
ful results. Sixty to ninety pounds of 
turnips caa be profitably fed each day 
to a large, fattening bullock. The ma- 
jority of farmers foed all roots whole 
.to mature cattle, but pulp them for 
calves and yearlings and frequently 
mix the ground roots with chaff or cut 
hay.

Some time ago I had occasion to call 


at a farmhouse in a neighboring town 
where the father and sou were sawing 
the summer's supply of fuel 
from 


green maple logs. The support for the 
logs, which were from twelve to twen- 
ty inches through, consisted of two 
logs laid near together with two short 
ones across them. Tbe short ones had 
notches cut iu them, in which the logs 
to be sawed were laid. This was all 
very good, as it took but a few min- 
utes to arrange such a support and at 
the last ail could be sawed into wood 
and piled away. However, no arrange- 
ment of skids was at baud to get the 
heavy logs up to the place, but tnej 
were lifted and blocked and pried up 
by main strength until in position. A 
narrow new saw of excellent pattern 
was being used, but the set was entire- 
ly out of the saw, and before it had cut 
its narrow width it was like pulling a 
wagon to get it back and forth. 


In this case the absence of skids and 


the miserable condition of the saw to- 
tally neutralized the saving by having 
the work at a proper elevation. The 
upper figure of the cut shows the ar- 
rangements of supports for sawing logs 
into stove wood and, as may be seen, 
can be made from tbe log pile itself, 
with the exception of the skids, which 
are of similar size and construction to 
those used for loading saw logs on to 
trut ks. Two logs are placed on the 
ground near enough together to be out 
of the way of the sawyer's feet and

Good Roads Spoiled and Coat 


Maintenance Increased. 


It is worse than useless to build good 


roads only to have them cut to pieces 
by the use of narrow tires in hauling 
heavy loads. Wide tires help to pre- 
serve ordinary dirt roads and are there- 
fore of the greatest value to them. 


To change at once to wide tires 


would no doubt be a hardship on some 
owners of vehicles, says Good Roads 
Magazine, but this is a point that can 
be worked out and adjusted so that the 
expense will not be burdensome. Ve- 
hicle owners should be educated to see 
that it Is to their interests to have 
wide tires, as the use of them makes 
fewer repairs necessary, thus reducing 
the expense of maintenance, and be- 
sides enables larger loads to be hauled 
with the same number of horses.

Handy on a Wooded Farm. 


On n wooded farm where sawing is 


likely to be done for n number of years 
It will pay to set a couple of dogs like 
O in Fig. 1. They are the same as are 
used in sawmills, and the curved end 
hooks into a staple driven into the bee| 
logs. The staple should be driven in the 
outside upper corner of the bed log 
close to the cross log, and if the cross j 
log Is a foot thick in the clear then j 
about twenty-five inches will be about 
right for the entire length of the dog. 
The dog, then, when hooked in the sta- 
ple, would reach to the swell of the log 
to be sawed, if the log was large, and 
if small could be inclined diagonally. 
With two dogs an entire log could be 
sawed, dropping each cut ns sawed. I 
Uke to have the bottom of a log I am 
helping to saw at least two tect from 
the ground, and the ground should be 
level and smooth. With rough barked 
skids sixteen feet long two men will 
put up logs weighing more than a ton. 


A 8mwbor»« For Small Timber. 
Where one has to work up small tim- 


ter which is all going into Urewood 1 
find a two legged horse, as shown in 
fig. 2, a great convenience. We will 
take for example a beech tree thirty 
feet high and a foot or so through at 
tho butt. It is sawed down and the 
branches trimmed off. The horse is set 
close by the trunk a dozen feet from tbc 
tip, and with handspikes tb_ trunk is 
shoved along the horse until the pin (A) 
is reached, which is removed aud the 
trunk shoved by, when it is replaced. 
The ibutt lying upon the ground ele- 
vutcs the tip to a good sawing height, 
and, commencing at the tip, length aft- 
er length is dropped until the horse is 
reached, the lengths having previously 
been marked, commencing at tlie butt, 
so that there will bo no unnecessary 
sawing at the last If the log Is light 
enough, one man lifts on tho tip while 
tbe other moves the horse eight feet or 
more and some more sawing 1* done; 
then, by Laving a second horse, tbe butt 
is finished, the log being held to Us 
place by one end of a heavy «tlr* being 
upon It. By bavins; the legs »f the 
burses removable the outfit may be 
laid away in tbe barn and can bo kept 
IB ftod coodlttoB for yean.

Mr. Vanderbilt first came prominent- 


ly into the public eye a little more than 
six years ago when as a young man of 
twftnty-three he married Miss Grace 
Wilson in defiance of his father's com- 
mand. By thus braving his father's 
anger to marry the woman of his 
choice he forfeited his rights as elder 
son and was disinherited. His place 
in the public esteem dates from that 
episode. 


In appearance Mr. Vanderbilt is quite

UNIMPROVED ROADS. 


How They Affect the Coat of Tr«n«- 


poriatlon. 


F. B. Hitchcock, chief of the bureau 


of foreign markets, gave an interesting 
address at the North Dakota good 
roads convention. The subject of trans- 
portation is one of the most important 
matters that have to be considered by 
Air. Hitchcock's bureau, and in tbe 
course of his remarks be stated that It 
was of as much interest to bis depart- 
ment to have the cost of transportation 
between the farm and town reduced to 
a minimum as it was to reduce tbe cost 
to the coast or from Boston to Liver- 
pool.

The 
fringed corners help to form a very 
unique finish, while five styles of work 
are 
employed— embroidery, 'weaving, 


outlining, fringing and jewel work. 
Begin by buttonholing the outer edge 
nnd the forms of tbe spray to be wov- 
en with white Persian floss. Button- 
hole the circular forms in the corners 
with Persian floss of any desired color 
or colors. Make the buttonhole edge of 
all forms inward, as the foundation 
material is to be cut from under the 
weaving. The piece Js now ready to be 
mounted on a frame or hoop. 


The Corners.— Cut the material from 


inside the buttonhole, leaving three or 
four threads each way through the 
center as In drawnwork. Divide the 
forms off and fill In with as many 
threads of white EE embroidery silk 
;is are required for weaving the differ- 
ent designs. Weave with double thread 
of delicate shades of filo. It will be 
found that to use a blunt pointed lace 
noodle Xo. 8 will greatly accelerate 
this work. 


Stems.— Beading stitch is used for the 


stems and tendrils. 


Weaving.— The three forms at the 


top of the spray have EE embroidery 
silk of any desired color or colors laid 
lengthwise over them and quite close, 
centering at tb<k bottom and radiating 
across the top and round the sides. 
Weave with two threads, using delicate 
shades of filo, and finish round the 
form with etching or outline stitch with 
filo. Make bullion stitch round tbe 
point of each form with different colors 
of EE embroidery silk. For the lower 
form lay threads crosswise of EE em- 
broidery silk and weave, as shown in 
the illustration, with delicate shades of 
filo. This form is finished with overlap 
stitch done with filo. Overlap stitch in

half work with filo is used for the 
leaves, and the jewels are worked in 
satin stitch of various contrasting col- 
ors with filo. 


Cut the material from under the 


weaving. Press the work on the wrong 
side through a damp cloth before re- 
moving from the frame; or, better still, 
dampen the work and leave to dry in 
the frame. Cut out four corners of 
linen to fit around the corner scallops, 
uirn under a tiny edge and cast closely 
and firmly to wrong side of buttonhole 
work. Tbis provides for a double one 
inch fringe. After the piece is laun- 
dered fringe the corners aud cut out 
the side scallops.

For the immediate application to a 


burn or a scald perhaps there Is noth- 
ing more efficacious than simple flour. 
It should be applied immediately and 
spread thickly over the affected sur- 
face, the part being wrapped after- 
ward in cotton wool kept in place by a 
bandage or strips of old linen. If the 
burn, or tbe scald be merely superficial, 
this remedy will be found most excel- 
lent, but where the deeper tissues are 
involved other remedies are to be rec- 
ommended in preference.

Beat two eggs until light and thick. 


Add a cupful of milk, a cupful of sug- 
ar, one aud a half cupfuly of prunes 
measured after they have been soaked, 
pitted and quartered, half n cupful of 
chopped beef suet, half a tcuspoonful 
of salt and sufficient Hour to make a 
very thick batter, stirring In two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder before all 
the flour has been added. Turn Into a 
greased pudding mold with cover and 
steam for an hour and a half. Serve 
with a liquid suuce.

At ea?h end of tbe shell are a pair

In a f etv other respects this boat dif- 


fers from those now iu use. and it is 
said by those who have examined It to 
possess some notable advantages over 
them. 


For a number of years now inventors 


have been at work trying to devise 
Some satisfactory means of deriving 
electricity direct from -coal without 
having to nave recourse to the boiler 
and engine. In 1900 the so called Cox 
thermopile was fully described, from 
which much was hoped for at that 
time. Since then other forms of ther- 
mopiles have been brought out, the lat- 
est apparently being 'one i invented by a 
resident of Newport, K. I., regarding 
which great secrecy is maintained and 
great things are expected. The battery 
and what it is claimed it will accom- 
plish are referred to as follows in Elec- 
tricity by Mr. Jone, the chemist who 
devised it: 


"I feel confident that I now have a 


battery which will produce electricity 
from coal in sufficient quantity to run 
street cars, 
locomotives, light 
the 


streets, propel ships and turn the 
wheels of large factories. 
The yield 


is 62.5 per cent of the energy of the 
gas used <up in my battery. Tbis is 
about two and a half times as much us 
is obtained from the best engines hith- 
erto In use. The ordinary^gas engine 
yields 23 per cent. The best gas en- 
gine of latest construction yields 28 
per cent of tho energy of the gas used 
up. The efficiency of steam engines Is 
Btill lower, since they produce only 
nbcut 10 per cent of tbe energy of tho 
coal they consume. The new battery 
Is of practical and convenient form and 
easy to work. It is diiflcult to see hovr 
tho invention if introduced in the city's 
lighting plants and pumping stations 
can fall to save tbe city $300,000 an- 
nually for coal. I cannot give the de- 
'tails of tbe invention yet, because cer- 
tain foreign countries refuse patents 
on Inventions after the details of the 
latter hnvo been published. 


"On railroads stationary generators 


can *be used, giving from four to five 
times as much power from a ton of coal 
ns a locomotive. On ships the battery 
will bo provided with a special appli- 
ance which 
Increases the 
current 


strength, «o Ihnt n powerful current 
onn be obtained from n small cell. Ai 
M rosnlt all tho cells needed to propel a 
bh'p will occupy a comparatively 
tpac*."
